Davenport escaped from

He took a seat in the House in 1889.

Henry St. George Tucker is a man 


of many parts. He will be 77 years 
old in a few months. His own career 
has been 
remarkable 
enough, 
but 


when you take it along with the rec- 
ord of his family you find yourself 
dealing with a story which is abso- 
lutely astonishing. 


Every generation of-this family has 


been represented in Congress since 
the founding of the government and 
Henry St. George Tucker's father and 
grandfather were-congressmen before' 
him. Great-granduhcle Thomas Tudor 
Tucker represented 
South Carolina 


in the first, second and third con- 
gresses.

His 
nephew, 
Henry

Tucker, who was none other than 
the present Henry's grandfather, was 
elected from Virginia 
and 
served 


from 1816 to 1820 along with his fa- 
mous half-brother, John Randolph of 
Roanoke.

He had been elected a president of 
the American Bar Association.
